S briefly announced in the late 
£& editions of the fish Times yes- 
rerday, Mr. Churchill made a state- 
ment to war - correspondents in 
athens on Wednesday might on the 
situation in Greece. He spoke in a 
closely-guarded room in the British 
Embassy. Mr. Eden and Mr. 
Leeper, the British Ambassador in 
Greece, sat beside him, Reuter 
states. 

After recalling that both President 
Roosevelt and Marshal Stalin had 
approved of the British plan to 
drive the Germans from Greece and 
bring in food, Mr. Churchill went 


on 

“We feel that we have been ab- 
richt. It is certainly clear 
to me that there would have been 
“massacre in this city if we had not 
intervened with our troops, few 
though they then were. 
“The tale has been telegraphed 
over the world that we supported 
the Fascist Government in en- 
deavouring to impose their par- 
ticular form of-rule in this country, 
endeavouring to bring back -the 
King, endeavouring .to get some 
advantage or lasting contro] or in- 
fluence for ourselves out of it. 

“All these stories are absolutely 
without the slightest foundation. 


SEEK NOTHING 


“We seek nothing from Greece. 
We look for no selfish advantages. 
We want no territory. We did not 
require bases or anything like that. 

“Having got into the business we 
have contracted many grave respon- 
sibilities. We have driven the rebels 
from the immediate centre of the 
citv. We have enough troops here 
and on the way .to make us com- 
plete masters of the city of Athens 
and the territory of Attica which 
surrounds it. And the sooner the 
other side sees reason the sooner the 
fighting will stop. But that will not 
sop. until that result has been 
achieved, either by friendly negotia- 
tions or by the increasing use of 
military weapons. 

“ How could we lay aside our task 
now at this point? You have seen 
for yourselves, for instance, that 
there are thousands of Greeks in 
Athens who have been formed into 
regiments of national guards. If we 
went away and the other side came 
in, they and all those who have 
shown us friendliness would be 
liable to be punished by the 
conquerors with whatever severity 
they might choose.” 
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State Credit Urged 


State credit to put idle men and 
women into productive employment 
was advocated by Mr. J. Larkin, 
Labour Deputy, at a meeting of 
the Townships Constituency Council 
of the Labour Party in Rathmines 
last night. 

Full employment, he W said, 
depended on the consumers’ ability 
to buy the things they needed, and 
the Eire Governments had failed to 
provide purchasing power in the 
markets. Mr. Larkin claimed that 
the provision of essential spending 
power, by the creation of State 
credit for industry and agriculture, 
with its subsequent solution of 
employment, would make repay- 
ment of the credit over varying 
periods a simple matter.

Reuter’s Special Correspondent in 
Athens stated last night that Arch- 
bishop Damaskinos, Chairman of 
the Greek Round Table Conference, 
yesterday asked all party leaders to 
submit to him their views on the 
E.A.M. terms. 

These were not discussed on Wed- 
nesday as a number of the delegates 
left the conference room in protest 
against them. It is expected that 
the Regency question will be settled 
very soon and afterwards a change 
of Government is thought likely. 
British. circles regard the con- 
ference’s decision on the Regency as 
a hopeful development. They 
describe as “unworkable” the 
E.L.A.S. demand for a plebiscite 
in February and an election in 
April. 


M. Mitsos Partsalides, Secretary 
of the E.A.M. Central Committee, 
and one of the three delegates 
to the conference, said, in a 
signed statement apparently 
written before the conference: 
“We have gone to the limit of 
our concessions. 


“To lay down their arms the 
E.L.A.S. supporters demand, firstly, 
the simultaneous disarmament of all 
forces of the Fascist reaction, and, 
secondly, that their arms should be 
handed over to a Greek Govern- 
ment.” $ 

The document described the 
demand for the simultaneous dis- 
armament as an “elementary guar- 
antee against the mania for revenge 
of Fifth Columnists, who have only 
dared to rear their heads in the 
territory held by General Scobie’s 
troops.” It said that the E.L.A.S. 
forces were determined to fight to 
the end for. liberty and democracy 
and the independence of. Greece. 


NEW CABINET 


The Associated Press War Corres- 
pondent in Athens said that Arch- 
bishop Damaskinos, it was reported 
last night, will form a new Cabinet 
under the Liberal leader, Themis- 
tocles Sophoulis, after M. Papan- 
dreou resigns as Premier. The 
formation of a Regency is approved 
by all parties, with the exception 
of the Populists. 

King George of the. Hellenes 
will, it is expected, agree to the 
appointment of Archbishop Damas- 
kinos of Athens as Regent of 
Greece when his consent is sought, 
the Press Association Diplomatic 
Correspondent says. In the early 
stages the’ King was inclined to 
oppose the suggestion, but as the ap- 
pointment of the Regent was the 
only point upon which the Athens 
Conference agreed. He will, no 
doubt, concur. 

The suggested Allied “trust” to 
take over control in Greece until 
iaw and order is restored would, 
presumably, consist of representa- 
tives of Britain, America and Russia, 
who would hold office on a simi- 
military basis. Both Mr. Roosevelt 
and Marshal Stalin have been 
informed by their observers of 
events in Athens. They will discuss 
the situation further when they, with 
Mr. Churchill, hold their next meet- 
ing, probably early in February.

Desultory fighting continued in 
Athens yesterday, with British forces 
mopping up the south-eastern 
suburbs of Dhroughouti and Katsi- 
podi. From the Epirus front it 
was reported that E.D.E.S. forces 
were fighting a rearguard action 
against far stronger E.L.A.S. troops, 
and were falling back to a 20-mile 
line north of Preveza. 

Mr. Churchill stood on Monument 

Hill for a time yesterday morning 
watching British infantry, tanks and 
armoured cars swing into action in 
some of the narrow, winding streets 
of the suburbs. E.L.ASS. fought 
back with mortars, machine-guns 
and grenades, destroying buildings 
and homes in several sections. 
R.A.F. reconnaissance aircraft re- 
ported long columns of. civilians 
heading northward on the Athens- 
Thebes roads. They are believed to 
be hostages taken by E.L.ASS. 
British prisoners have been 
evacuated from Thebes, was 
reliably reported. 
it was announced late yesterday 
that the entire Iroon district has 
been cleared. In Pireus, it was 
stated, British troops captured new 
positions north of the main har- 
bour. 
Archbishop Damaskinos issued a 
communiqué yesterday, saying: 
“ The Archbishop of Athens, chair- 
man of the conference, to-day re- 
quested political leaders who are 
participating in the conference to 
State in writing their views on the 
terms to E.A.M. as they were pre- 
sented by its members during yes- 
terday’s session.”—(Reuter.)

Lieutenant David Lloyd George, 
now serving overseas, is the elder 
son of Major Gwilym Lloyd George, 
Minister of Fuel and Power. 
Professor Parry is 51 and a 
barrister. He is a member of the 
Advisory Council on Post-war Re- 
construction in Wales. No nomina- 
tions have yet been received. 

It has been suggested that Miss 
Megan Lloyd George, M.P., may 
allow her name to be put forward 
for her father’s constituency,. but 
this is considered locally to un- 
likely. Mr. Lloyd eorge has 
received hundreds of messages of 
good wishes. 


U.S.A. Army Seizes 
War Plants 


The United States War Depart- 
ment yesterday directed Major- 
General Joseph W. Byron to seize 
the Chicago properties of the Mont- 
gomery Ward Company, one of the 
largest department and mail order 
stores. : : 

The action came on a Presidential 
order after the conipany's refusal 
to comply with War Labour Board 
directions. This is the second time 
the U.S.A. Army has intervened 
with the Montgomery Ward Com-

The Army authorities simul- 
taneously seized the company’s war 
plants in Detroit, Chicago, New 
York, St. Paul, Portland (Oregon) 
and San Rafael (California). Accord- 
ing to President Roosevelt, nearly 
12,000 war workers are involved in 
labour disputes in those cities. 
According to the A.P., President 
Roosevelt said yesterday: “The 
Government cannot and will not 
tolerate any interference with war 
production at this critical hour.”—

Heavy bombers of the Mediter- 
ranean Allied Air Force attacked 
oil targets in Germany and Czecho- 
Slovakia, states Reuter. Liberators 
bombed Marshal Kesselring’s com 
munication lines in Northern Italy 
for the third day in succession. 

The targets included the oil 
storage area and fyeight yards at 
Regensburg and oil refineries at 
Pardubic and Kolin, east of Prague. 
Further attacks were made on the 
Brenner Pass railroad. 

Medium and fighter-bombers of 
the 12th Air Force joined in the 
Fifth Army’s stand against the 
German attack down the Serchio 
Valley. Rocket-firing Thunderbolts 
ranged into Yugo-Slavia and attacked 
German communications.

Allied Oil Interests 
In Rumania 


It was learned from a well- 
informed source in Washington 
yesterday, says Reuter, that the U.S. 
and British Governments have asked 
the Soviet Government to explain 
the removal of certain equipment 
from the Rumanian oilfields to 
Russia. 

The Soviet reply is believed to 
have explained that most of the 
equipment taken from the oilfield 
was German and was urgently 
needed inside the Soviet Union to 
replace ‘destroyed equipment. 

An assurance that the Soviet 
Government will protect Anglo- 
American interests and develop the 
fields in the interest of the general 
war effort is believed to have 
aecompanied this explanation.

MARSHAL KESSELRING’S 
forces are continuing to press 
back leading Allied elements in their 
offensive in the mountainous west 
coast sector north-east of Leghorn, 
states a Reuter special correspon- 
dent. They have recaptured the 
small town of Barga, two and a 
half miles east of Gallicano, on the 
Serchio River, and about 17 miles 
inland. Allied airmen report that 
the drive is apparently aimed 
towards Lucca, an important road 
hub, 16 miles south of Gallicano 
and 23 miles north-east of Leghorn, 
the Fifth Army’s supply port. 

The Germans launched their 
offensive on a six-mile front down 
both sides of the Serchio River| 
and through the mountain terrain 
FH the valley. The Germans 
have long held the dominating 
ground in this sector. 

On the Eighth Army's Po Valley 
front, Canadian troops continue to 
clear the east bank of the Senio 
north-east of Rossetta. 


Fishermen Want 
New Prices Order 


And Cheaper Coal 


66 THE Department of Supplies 
= Order fixing the maximum 
prices for fish will have to be 
modified, and we must be in a posi- 
tion to get coal at a cheaper rate, 
before we will go to sea again,” an 
official of the Dublin Trawling, Ice, 
and Cold Storage Co. stated yester- 
day. “ Also on account of the lack 
of gear we are unable to fish in pro- 
lific waters,” he added. 
The Trawling Company supplies 
the bulk of the market, it was 
stated. Formerly this company had 
nine deep-sea trawlers, but the 
number had now been reduced to 
three owing, a merchant stated, to 
“Government interference.” Mer- 
chants also complain that a lot of 
the fish that should ordinarily reach 
the Dublin market is being diverted 
into other channels, and, it was 
alleged, sold at “black market” 
prices. Before the war the normal 
fish supplies coming into Dublin 
were augmented by supplies from 
England. The absence of these 
supplies in the present emergency 
has worsened the situation. 

The Dublin market was again 
virtually without fish yesterday. 
Plaice, brill, turbot, black and white 
sole were at a discount, and small 
whiting constituted ninety per cent. 
of the day’s stock. The whiting did 
not reach the maximum prices, 
merchants stated. Normally at this 
time of the: year the higher grade 
fish would be available. 

“The market will be bare at the 
end of the mouth,” a wholesaler 
stated, “and a number of casuals 
and members of the permanent 
staffs will be laid off.” : 

‘The supplies of fish from the in- 
shore fishermen also have declined. 
They also stand to lose under the 
new Order. Their job is a specula- 
tive one, and they are reluctant to 

to sea, as they might not secure 
á necessary catches to pay them 
under the Order. 

As a result of the deadlock, about 
26 firemen and deck hands on the 
trawlers are out of work, in addition 
to the skippers and mates, 
unions now have the matter in hand.

VILLAGE ENCIRCLED 


Reuter's special correspondent at 
Allied headquarters cables that a 
push which may go far to change 
the entire. Ardennes situation is 
being carried out by American 
troops at the southern hinge of the 
salient. They have encircled the 
village of Belfort, six miles north- 
west of Echternach, and have con- 
tinued to battle there in a north- 
westerly direction from Echternach. 
Other American troops have 
joined up S.W. of Diekirch to seize 
some of the best fighting ground in 
the vicinity.

BATTLE FOR BASTOGNE

SiR—l have been very much 
interested in the discussion in your 
columns on angling reform in this 
country. As my knowledge and 
experience are mainly confined to 
trout fishing, I shall confine my 
remarks to that branch. 

Trout fishing in the last twenty 
years has spread a wide fascination, 
and, for one rod in 1924, one may 
count twenty nowadays. In the 
same period there has been, in my 
opinion, a definite deterioration in 
fishing, both in the number of the 
catch and in the individual weight 
of fish caught. There may be many 
factors causing this change—for 
instance, the increased number of 
fishermen, intensive drainage, change 
in the habits of the fish, killing of 
undersized fish, and many others. 
But the principal cause at work is, 
I hold, the lack of preservation and 
conservation of brown trout. Salmon 
and sea trout are protected by the 
Board of Conservators, but nobody 
cares what happens to the brown 
trout. It is true that the Conservators 
hold powers to protect brown trout, 
but in practice very little is done 
except to impose a size limit, this 
latter being seldom enforced,
